1. CANADIAN MINISTER BRUCE INFORMED US NOV 20 OF REPORT

TO FOREIGN MINISTRY NIGERIA WILL ABSTAIN ON BOTH FRIENDLY 

AND HOSTILE KOREAN RESES. 

2. HOWEVER, AUSTRALIAN UN MISSION OFFICER TOLD MISOFF NOV 

21 THAT AUSTRALIAN PERMREP DISCUSSED KOREA ISSUE WITH NIGERIAN 
PERMREP OGBU WHO DID NOT SEEM WELL INFORMED ON ISSUE AND 
GAVE IMPRESSION THAT HE DID NOT HAVE INSTRUCTIONS. OGBU 
LISTENED CAREFULLY TO AUSTRALIAN ARGUMENTS AND STATED THAT 
HE WOULD STUDY ISSUE AND TALK AGAIN WITH AUSTRALIAN 
PERMREP. 

3. WE FIND IT HARD TO BELIEVE THAT UN VETERAN OGBU IS 
UNCERTAIN ABOUT ISSUES INVOLVED WITH KOREAN ITEM, 

OR THAT NIGERIANS HAVE NOT GIVEN KOREA CAREFUL THOUGHT. 
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FRIENDLY COSPONSORS WILL FOLLOW UP HERE. 
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4. DO NOT BELIEVE THAT FURTHER DEMARCHE IN LAGOS ON EITHER 
KOREA OR KHMER DESIRABLE AT THIS TIME. ON KHMER IN 
PARTICULAR, ASEANS ARE ANXIOUS, IN LIGHT OF THEIR OWN 
DEALINGS HERE WITH OGBU, THAT WE NOT STIMULATE FURTHER 
LAGOS ATTENTION AT THIS POINT TO KHMER ISSUE.
